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Post 491 and VEFW Post 4600 in McHenry; he was also a member of
St. Patrick Catholic Church in McHenry, Moose Lodge 691 in

by a national company and local publications for their
Christmas decorations and design and for promoting family
traditions during the holidays; he was a gifted handyman and
enjoyed playing cards and spending time with his loving family;

parents; his wife, Mabel; and his brother, Ernest "Jr."; and
